PREFACE 


AUTHORITY AND SCOPE 


The 1958 Census of Business along with the 1958 Censuses 
of Manufactures and Mineral Industries was required by law 
under 13 U.S.C., sections 131 and 224. These Censuses 
covered businesses operated in the continental United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Guam, and the Virgin Islands. A separate 
Census of Business and Manufactures for 1958 was also con- 
ducted in Puerto Rico jointly with the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment. 


The 1958 Census of Business covered Selected Services, 
Retail Trade, Wholesale Trade, and Public Warehousing. 
This report provides findings for that portion of the 1958 
Census of Business which relates to the Selected Services. 
The figures in this report supersede those issued previously 
in Preliminary Reports, Series BC58(P)-SA. 


COMPARISON OF THE 1954 AND 1958 CENSUSES 


In all major respects, the 1954 and 1958 Censuses were 
conducted under similar conditions and procedures. Strict 
comparability in the data for the two Censuses is limited by 
the following factors: 


1. The physical area of a number of urban places in the 
1958 Census is not the same as it was in 1954 because of an- 
nexations and other boundary changes which have occurred 
since the 1954 Census. This factor should be taken into con- 
sideration in evaluating changes in census findings from 1954, 
as in each census the statistics for urban places are in ac- 
cordance with the boundaries for those places in the Census 
year. 


2. Revisions made in the 1957 edition of the SIC Manual 
have necessitated the following changes in establishment 
classifications used in the 1954 Census: 


(a) “Rebuilding and Retreading of Tires for the Trade,” 
part of SIC Industry 7534, and “Childrens’ and Profes- 


sionals’ Dancing Schools,” part of SIC Industry 7911, have 
been added to the coverage in 1958 although not included 
in 1954. 


(b) The following SIC Industries all of which were in- 
Cluded in 1954 are not included in 1958 since their new in- 
dustry classifications place them in other divisions:

3. Both the 1954 and 1958 Censuses excluded those busi- 
nesses with no paid employment which had receipts volume 
of less than $1,000 in the Census year. To the extent that 
price increases since 1954 resulted in increases in the dol- 
lar volume of receipts, the 1958 Census includes some estab- 
lishments which would not have been included in the 1954 
Census. While the exact magnitude of this phenomenon is 
unknown, the effect on total volume of receipts undoubtedly 
is only a fraction of one percent and probably has little effect 
on the number of establishments included in the Census. 


CENSUS DISCLOSURE RULES 


In accordance with Census law, any data which would dis- 
close the operations of an individual establishment or busi- 
ness organization are not published. The number of estab- 
lishments in a kind of business is not considered a disclosure 
by these rules, so that this item is shown in instances where 
other items of information for the same kind of business or 
locality are suppressed.

APPENDIX 
PROCEDURES AND DEFINITIONS 


KINDS OF SERVICE BUSINESS COVERED 


This report covers establishments in Selected Services in 
accordance with the principles of the 1957 edition of the Sitand- 
ard Industrial Classification (SIC) Manual, issued by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, Executive Office of the President, which 
defines the Service Division as including establishments pri- 
marily engaged in rendering a wide variety of services to 
individuals and business establishments. The SIC includes 
14 major groups in the Service Division, of which 7 are in- 
cluded in the 1958 Census of Business, essentially in their 
entirety, as follows: 


70. Hotels, rooming houses, camps, and other lodging 
places, except SIC Industries 702, “Rooming and 
Boarding Houses,” and 704, “Organization Hotels 
and Lodging Houses, on Membership Basis.” 

72. Personal services. 

73. Miscellaneous business services. 

75. Automobile repair, automobile services, and garages. 

76. Miscellaneous repair services. 

78. Motion pictures. 

79. Amusement and recreation services, except motion 
pictures. Symphony orchestras, ballet and opera 
companies, and similar services organized ona non- 
profit basis are included. However, establishments 
in this group which are operated to provide recrea- 
tion facilities for their own members and which are 
exempt from payment of Federal income tax under 
the provisions of Sec. 501 of the Internal Revenue 
Code are not included. 


The following major groups, in the Service Division of the 
SIC are not included in the 1958 Census of Business: 


80. Medical and other health services. 

81. Legal services. 

82. Education services. 

84. Museums, art galleries, and botanical and zoological 
gardens. 

86. Nonprofit membership organizations. 

88. Private households. 

89. Miscellaneous services. 


This report does not include data for administrative offices, 
warehouses, and other units which service and are auxiliary 
to establishments of the same organization. Data for these 
units will be included in later reports. (See Kind-of-Busi- 
ness Classifications for definitions of the kind-of-business 
categories for which data are shown in this report.) 


TYPES OF AREAS COVERED 


This series of reports presents data by kind of business 
for (1) the State as a whole; (2) each Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area; (3) each county; and (4) each “city” of 2,500 
inhabitants or more. The term “city” for purposes of this 
report includes places having 2,500 inhabitants or more in 
the 1950 Census of Population (or later special censuses) 
and which were incorporated as cities, boroughs, villages 
or towns (except towns in New England, New York, and Wis- 
consin which are not considered “incorporated places” for 
Census Bureau purposes). In addition, data are shown for the 
following areas not classified as “incorporated places:” 


1. Towns in the New England States which had an urban 
population, by Census of Population rules, of 2,500 inhabitants 
or more or which had a total population of 10,000 or more. 


2. Townships in New Jersey and Pennsylvania which had 
10,000 inhabitants or more. 


METHOD OF ENUMERATION 


For purposes of coverage in the 1958 Census of Business, 
service establishments were divided into two categories-- 
those with some paid employment during 1958, i.e., the “em- 
ployer” universe; and those with no paid employment during 
1958, i.e., the “nonemployer” universe. The method of ob- 
taining Census information for these two groups is described 
below: 


Enumeration of 'Employers."'"—Information for establish- 
ments in this part of the Selected Services was obtained by 
means of a mail canvass. Report forms were mailed to all 
business firms included in the active records of the Internal 
Revenue Service as subject to payment of Federal Insurance 
Contributions Act (FICA) taxes (i.e., employers of one or more 
persons) and which were classified in the records of the Bu- 
reau of Old-Age and Survivors Insurance (BOASI) as wholly 
or partially engaged in retail, wholesale, manufacturing, min- 
eral industries, in major groups 70 (except 702 and 704), 72, 
73, 75, 76, 78, and 79 of the Service Division of the SIC, and 
in public warehousing, SIC major group 42, except 421. In 
addition, report forms were mailed to all establishments 
which BOASI had not classified by kind of business. Each 
establishment was mailed a report form appropriate to its 
BOASI classification (for those cases for which BOASI 
classification had not yet been established, a general purpose 
form was used,) but its Census classification was determined 
ty replies to questions on the Census report form. 


Enumeration of '"Nonemployers."'"—This group was defined 
to include service businesses other than those represented 
in the active FICA records of the Internal Revenue Service. 
Information for this group of establishments was derived from 
the 1958 Federal income tax returns by using one-half of 
these cases and multiplying the findings by two. The “non- 
employer” segment of the Selected Services, although made 
up of a large number of establishments, accounted for about 
10 percent of the total receipts of the Selected Services. 


Included in this segment were only those nonemployer es- 
tablishments which reported a sales volume of $1,000 or 
more during 1958. Establishments reporting a sales volume 
of less than $1,000 were not included in these tabulations, 
regardless of the period of time they were operated during 
the year. 


EXPLANATION OF TERMS 


Establishments.—Census of Business figures represent a 
summary of reports for individual “establishments” rather 
than “companies.” A separate report was obtained for each 
location where business was conducted, including each loca- 
tion of multiunit organizations. Each report was tabulated in 
accordance with the physical location at which the business 
was conducted. 


Where two or more activities were carried on at a single 
location under a single ownership, all activities generally 
were grouped together as a single establishment and the en- 
tire establishment was classified on the basis of its major 
activity, with all data for it included in that classification. 
However, in cases where distinct and separate economic 
activities, for which different industry. classification codes 
were appropriate, were conducted under the same ownership 
at a single location, and where conditions prescribed by the 
SIC Manual for recognizing the existence of more than one 
establishment were met, separate establishment reports for 
each of the different activities were reported in the Census. 


The “number of establishments” shown in this report is 
the number in business at the end of the Census year. 
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Receipts.—Receipts include the total of all receipts from 
customers as a result of services rendered or merchandise 
sold during the year 1958 whether or not payment was re- 
ceived in that year. Excluded are amounts received from 
other sources than customers of the establishment, such as 
income from investments, rental of real estate, etc. They 
include the amount of local and State sales taxes, amusement 
taxes, or Federal excise taxes which are collected by the 
establishment directly from customers and paid directly by 
the establishment to a local, State, or Federal taxing agency. 
Excise and other taxes which are paid by the manufacturer or 
wholesaler and passed along to the service establishment 
are also included. 


The receipts figures, therefore, represent total receipts 
and sales of all establishments primarily engaged in the Se- 
lected Services. They do not include service receipts of re- 
tailers, wholesalers, manufacturers, and other businesses 
whose primary activity is other than in the Selected Serv- 
ices. They do, however, include receipts other than from 
service activities (e.g., sales of merchandise at wholesale 
or retail) by establishments primarily engaged in the Selected 
Services. Although the count of establishments as tabulated 
in this report represents the number in business at the end 
of the year, the receipts figures include receipts of all es- 
tablishments in business at any time during the year. 


Payroll, entire year.—Payroll includes salaries, wages, 
commissions, bonuses, vacation allowances, and the value of 
payments in kind (such as free meals, lodgings, etc.) paid 
during the year to all employees. For corporations, it in- 
cludes amounts paid to officers and executives; it does not 
include compensation of proprietors or of partners of unin- 
corporated businesses... Amounts received by employees as 
tips, etc., are not included in payroll. Payroll is reported 
before deductions for Social Security, income tax, insurance 
dues, etc. 


Payroll—workweek ended nearest November 15.—This item 
consists of payroll, as defined above, which was paid to per- 


sons on the payroll in the pay period ended nearest Novem- 
ber 15, 1958. Establishments whose payroll period was other 
than a week were requested to adjust the figures to a weekly 
basis. 


Paid employees—workweek ended nearest November 15.— 
Paid employees ~onsist of the number of employees, includ- 
ing salaried officers and executives of corporations, who were 
on the payroll for the workweek ended nearest November 15. 


"Full workweek" employees.—“Full workweek” employees 
includes employees, whether regular or seasonal, who, for 
the specified pay period, were paid for working at least the 
number of hours typically worked in a week by employees of 
the reporting establishment. All other employees paid during 
that workweek were reported as part-workweek employees. 


Proprietors of unincorporated businesses.—Includes 
owners or partners of unincorporated businesses who devoted 
the major portion of their time to the operation of the busi- 
ness. 


KIND-OF-BUSINESS CLASSIFICATIONS 


The Service Division is defined in the 1957 edition of the 
SIC Manual, to include establishments primarily engaged in 
rendering a wide variety of services to individuals and busi- 
ness establishments. Establishments included in the scope 
of the Census were assigned a kind-of-business classifica- 
tion in accordance with the provisions of the SIC. However, 
because in some instances a more detailed classification is 
required for Census purposes, than is available in the SIC 
Manual, additional kinds of business have been identified with- 
in the SIC categories. 
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As noted in the section on “Method of Enumeration,” the 
1958 Census findings are based on reports from two different 
sources. “Employer” establishments were canvassed by 
mail and were required to complete report forms especially 
designed for this Census. “Nonemployer” establishments, 
however, were included in the Census on the basis of informa- 
tion supplied on the 1958 Federal income tax report. Because 
of the nature of the information available onthe tax form, the 
kind-of-business classifications based on that form represent 
“self-designation.” On the Census forms also, considerable 
use was made of “self-designation.” However, for kinds of 
business which posed classification problems, special ques- 
tions were included to determine the Census classification. 
The effect of the two different sources on consistency in 
classification, as reflected in the measurement of dollar 
volume of receipts, is minor, as the “nonemployer” estab- 
lishments account for only about 10 percent of total service 
trades receipts and it is likely that in most cases the “self- 
designated” classification would be consistent with that de- 
rived from more comprehensive information. 


The material which follows describes the kinds of business 
for which separate information is provided in this report. 


Hotels, Motels, Tourist Courts, Camps 
(SIC Major Group 70, Except 702 and 704) 


This group consists of establishments engaged in providing 
lodging or lodging and meals to the general public except (1) 
rooming and boarding houses, (2) hotels which provide ac- 
commodations only for “permanent” residents, and (3) tourist 
homes. Apartment or residential hotels which provide ac- 
commodations for transients have been included in the Cen- 
sus. 


Hotels (SIC 701 except 7013).—Establishments known as 
hotels, engaged in providing lodging, or lodging and meals, to 
the general public. Included are hotels operated by member- 
ship organizations, but open to the public, and apartment 
hotels which provide accommodations for transients. Ex- 
cluded from the Census are rooming and boarding houses, 
private residences commonly known as tourist homes, and 
apartment or residential hotels which provide no accommoda- 
tions for transients. 


Year-round hotels (SIC 7011).—Hotels which normaliy 
are in operation at least 9 months of the year. 


Seasonal hotels (SIC_7012).—Hotels which normally are 
in operation less than 9 months of the year. 


Motels and tourist courts (SIC: 7013).—Establishments 
known as motels, tourist courts, tourist camps, or motor 
courts primarily engaged in providing accommodations in 
furnished cabins or similar structures. Excluded from the 


Census are tourist homes (private residences furnishing 
lodging to motorists). 


Trailer parks (SIC _7031).—This classification consists of 
establishments known as trailer parks, primarily engaged in 


renting trailer space and providing utilities such as water 
and electricity. 


Sporting and recreational camps (SIC 7032).—Commercial- 
ly operated sporting or recreational camps providing lodging 
or lodging and meals. These include boys’ and girls’ camps, 
fishing and hunting camps, and dude ranches. Camps pri- 
marily receiving their financial support from subsidies, do- 
nations, contributions, etc., are not included. Also excluded 
from the Census are establishments operated by membership 


' Organizations and not open to the general public. 
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Personal Services 


(SIC Major Group 72) 


This major group includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in providing services generally involving the careof the 
persan or his apparel, such as barber and beauty shops, 
cleaning and dyeing plants, laundries, and pressing and gar- 
ment repair shops. 


Power laundries, family and commercial (SIC _7211).—Es- 
tablishments primarily engag in operating mechanical 
laundries with steam or other power. Data for collecting and 
distributing units (branch outlets) owned and operated by 
power laundries are merged with those for the laundry which 
owns them and are not treated as separate establishments. 
Independently owned agencies for laundry plants are included 
in the classification “Cleaning, pressing shops.” Included 
as “power laundries” are establishments that use family 
type washers and obtain more than half of their receipts 
from attended service work. Excluded are establishments 
which have power laundry equipment but which are primarily 
engaged in a specialty such as industrial laundering, linen 
rental, or diaper service. 


Self-service laundries (SIC 7215).— Establishments known 
as “laundromats” or “launderettes” primarily engaged in 
furnishing the use of laundry equipment on their own premises 
to the public for a fee. Establishments which install and op- 
erate coin-operated laundering machines in apartment houses 
are included under “Miscellaneous personal services.” Es- 
tablishments which rent machines, generally to apartment 
houses, are included under “Other miscellaneous business 
services.” Establishments whose receipts from attended 
service work was greater than 50 percent of total receipts 
were included in “Power laundries, family and commercial.” 


Industrial launderers (SIC 7213 part). —Establishments pri- 


marily engaged in supplying laundered work clothes, wiping 
towels, and other selected items to factories, garages, news- 
papers, and similar users. Such establishments may or may 
not operate their own power laundry facilities. 


Linen supply (SIC 7213 part).—Establishments primarily 
engaged in supplying to commercial and service establish- 
ments, or households users such laundered linens as uni- 
forms, aprons, table covers, and towels. Establishments 
included in this classification may or may not operate their 
own power laundry facilities. 


Diaper service (SIC 7214).—Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in supplying diapers and other linens for babies to 
homes. Such establishments may or may not operate their 
own power laundry facilities. 


Laundries, except power and self-service (SIC 7212).—Es- 
tablishments suchas “French,” “Chinese,” aud other laundries 
designating themselves as hand laundries, primarily engaged 
in furnishing laundry finishing services. Many of these es- 
tablishments use some power equipment, but not of the indus- 
trial type. 


Cleaning, dyeing plants, except rug cleaning (SIC 7216).— 
Plants primarily engaged in dry cleaning and dyeing apparel 
and household fabrics. Establishments primarily engaged 
in cleaning and repairing rugs are included under “Rug 
cleaning, repairing plants,” and establishments which clean 
rugs on location are included under “Other miscellaneous 
personal services.” Data for collecting and distributing 
units (branch outlets) owned and operated by cleaning and 
dyeing plants are merged with the cleaning plant which owns 
them and are not treated as separate establishments. Inde- 
pendently owned agencies for cleaning plants are included in 
the classification “Cleaning, pressing shops.” Establishments 
known as “tailor shops” or “cleaners” are included in this 
classification only if they do their own cleaning. 
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Beauty shops, including combination beauty and barber 
shops IC 7231) Batablighments primarily engaged in pro- 
viding beauty services, or both beauty and barber services. 
“Beauty departments” of establishments primarily engaged 
in another activity are not included in this classification un- 
less independently owned and operated as leased departments 
or concessions. Schools for the instruction of beauty shop 
operators are also included. 


Barber shops (SIC 7241).—Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in providing barber services. “Barber departments” 
of establishments primarily engaged in another activity are 
not included in this classification unless independently owned 
and operated as leased departments or concessions. Barber 
colleges are also included. 


Photographic studios, including commercial photography 
(SIC _7221).— Establishments primarily engaged in photography 
either for the general public or for commercial users, or 
both. Included in this classification are portrait photogra- 
phers, school, home, and transient photographers, aerial 
photographers, and photographic studios servicing advertis- 
ing agencies, publishers, and other commercial users, except 
motion picture producers. 


Shoe repair shops (SIC 7251 part).—Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in repairing footwear. Shoe repair depart- 
ments conducted in connection with other service establish- 
ments (such as valet shops, laundries, and cleaning and dyeing 
plants), or with retail establishments (such as shoe stores 
and department stores) are not included in this classifica- 
tion, unless independently operated as leased departments 
or concessions. 


Shoeshine parlors (SIC 7251 part).—Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in shining shoes. Shoeshine departments of 
shoe repair shops, valet shops, and other service or retail 
establishments are not included in this classification, unless 
independently operated as leased departments or concessions. 


Hat cleaning shops (SIC 7251 part).—Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in cleaning and blocking hats. Hat cleaning 
departmentsof shoeshine parlors,valet shops, andother serv- 
ice or retail establishments are not included in this classi- 
fication, unless independently operated as leased departments 
or concessions. 


Funeral services, crematories (SIC 7261).—Establishments 
primarily engaged in preparing the dead for burial and con- 
ducting funerals. Receipts include the sale of funeral mer- 
chandise such as caskets, burial clothing, etc. Also included 
are sales of flowers, receipts from ambulance service, and 
other receipts from business activities conducted at the es- 
tablishments. Not included are repayments of cash advances 
made by the establishment to cover such items as cemetery 
expenses, flowers, livery service, and other items not in- 
cluded in the price of the complete funeral. Crematories op- 
erated in conjunction with cemeteries are not included. 


Cleaning, pressing shops (SIC _7271 part).—Independently 
owned shops primarily engaged in pressing or arranging for 
the cleaning and pressing of clothing for individuals. Valet 
shops and establishments generally known as “tailor shops,” 
primarily engaged in garment pressing, are included in this 
classification, but custom tailors are classified in Retail 
Trade. Establishments known as “cleaners” which do no dry 
cleaning, but have their cleaning done for them by cleaning 
and dyeing plants and independently operated collecting and 
distributing agencies serving cleaning and dyeing plants or 
power laundries are included in this classification. Data for 
plant-owned shops engaged in the pick-up and delivery of 
cleaning or laundry work have been merged with data fo. ihe 
plant they service and are not included here. 


Garment repair, alteration (SIC 7271 part).—Shops pri- 
marily engaged in repairing and altering clothing (except fur) 
for individuals. “Dressmakers,” included in this category 


in the 1954 Cemsus, are now incladed in Retail Trede. Shops 
primarily eag2ged im reweaving for imdividwals 2re inchoded, 
bot establishments primarily engaged in doing hemstinching, 
bu tronholing, PSSuTE. suching and tacking on 3 SuSstOm Basis 
are Classified in “Other miscellancous personal services.”

Other miscellaneous business services (SIC 7399 part).— 
Establishments primarily engaged in furnishing business 
services not elsewhere classified, such as armored car 


services, packaging services, printing brokers, trading stamp 
services, and water softening services. 


Automobile Repair, Automobile Services, Garages 
(SIC Major Group 75) 


This major group includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in furnishing automobile repair, storage, rental, and 
other services to the general public. Similar facilities, 
owned and operated by concerns for their own use and not 
available to the general public, are treated as auxiliary es- 
tablishments of those concerns, and are not included here. 
Establishments “Rebuilding and retreading tires for the 
trade” classified as manufacturers in the 1954 Census are 
now included in this major group. Automobile repair depart- 
mentS maintained by establishments engaged in the sale of 
new automobiles are classified in Retail Trade. 
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General automobile repair (SIC 7538).—Estzblishments 
primarily engaged in the general repair of automobiles.

Parking lots (SIC 7521).—Establishments primerily - 
gaged in the temporary parking of automobiles on open air 
lots, usually on an hourly or daily basis. 


Parking structures (SIC 7522).—Establishments primarily 

engaged in operating structures for the temporary parking 
of automobiles. Long time or dead storage of automobiles is 
not Within the scope of the Census of Business. 
Automobile, truck rentals without drivers, and lease serv- 
ices 511).—Establishments primarily engaged in Gaily 
Or extended term rental of passenger automobiles, trucks, 
and truck tractors, without drivers. This classification also 
includes the rental of trailers and semitrailers, including 
automobile utility trailers and house trailers. 

Automobile services, except repair (SIC7 541).—Esteblis 
ments primarily engag g automobile services, 
not elsehwere classified, (such as washing au automobiles, lubri- 
cating service, waxing service and towing service). 


Miscellaneous Repair Services 
(SIC Major Group 76) 


This major group includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in miscellaneous repair services, such as electrical 
appliance repair; radio and television repair, watch, clock, 
and jewelry repair; and reupholstery and furniture repeir. 
Repair departments of retail dealers or manufacturers are 
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not included in the repair classification unless operated as 
separate establishments and reported as such. It docs not 
include some repair services of which the more important 
are automobile repair services, classified scparately; gar- 
ment and shoe repair, classified under “Personal services”; 
and ship and boat repair included in the Census of Manufac- 
tures. Aircraft modification centers and establishments 
primarily engaged in factory type overhaul of aircraft are also 
included in the Census of Manufactures. 


“Machine shop repair” (now part of SIC 3591) and “Aircraft 
repair” (now part of SIC 4582) included in this group in 1954 
are now excluded from the scope of the SIC Service Division 
and from the Selected Services Census. 


Radio, television repair (SIC 7621 part).—Establishments 
primarily engaged in the repair of radio and television sets. 
Included in this classification are establishments primarily 
engaged in the repair of aircraft radio equipment. Repair 
departments of radio and television dealers are not included 
here unless operated and reported as separate establish- 
ments. Establishments primarily engaged in the repair of 
automobile radios are classified as “Other auto repair shops” 
(SIC 7539 part). 


Refrigerator service, repair (SIC 7621 part).—Establish- 
ments primarily engaged in servicing and repairing household 
and commercial electrical refrigerators. Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in servicing and repairing gas refrigerators 
are included in “Other miscellaneous repair shops, and re- 
lated services.” 


Other electrical repair shops (SIC 7621 part).—Establish- 
ments primarily engaged in the repair of electrical equip- 
ment, and electrical appliances (washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners, irons, toasters, etc.) other than radio and televi- 
sion sets and refrigerators. Included are establishments 
primarily engaged in the repair of aircraft electrical equip- 
ment. Electrical contractors, and electrical shops engaged 
primarily in house wiring, are not included in the Census of 
Business. Armature rewinding and the repair of electric 
motors are included in the classification “Armature rewind- 
ing, electrical motor repair and rebuilding shops.” 


Watch, clock, jewelry repair (SIC 7631).—Establishments 
primarily engaged in the repair of watches, clocks, and 
jewelry. Such establishments frequently operate as leased 
departments in other business establishments, such as jewelry 
stores. 


Reupholstery, furniture repair (SIC 7641).—Establishments 
primarily engaged in furniture reupholstering and repair. 
Included here are establishments primarily engaged in the 
repair of aircraft upholstery. Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in selling upholstery materials, making slip covers, 
draperies, etc., or in upholstering frames to individual 
orders are classified in Retail Trade, as arc establishments 
making furniture and cabinet work on a Custom basis to in- 


dividual order. 


Arméture rewinding, electric motor repair and rebuilding 
shops (SIC 7694).—Establishments primarily engaged in re- 
winding armatures, repairing electric motors, and repairing 
and rebuilding transformer and control equipment for others. 
Other activities may include the sale of new and rebuilt 
motors and electric equipment. Establishments primarily 
engaged in the sale of electric motors and other electrical 


equipment for industrial use are included in Wholesale Trade. 


Locksmith, gunsmith shops (SIC 7695).—Establishments 
primarily engaged in repairing locks or guns, and in making 
lock parts or gun parts to individual corder. 


Musical instrument repair (SIC 7696).—Establishments 


primarily engaged in the repair of musical instruments and 
in the tuning and adjustment of pianos and organs. 
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Farm machinery equipment repair (SIC_7699 part).—Es- 
tablishments primarily engaged in the repair of farm ma- 
chinery and equipment. 

Lawnmower, saw, knife, tool sharpening repair (SIC 7699 
part).—Establishments primarily engaged in sharpening and 
repairing lawnmowers, saws, knives, and tools. 


Welding repair (SIC 7699 part).—Establishments primarily 
engaged in repair work by welding. Welding in connection 
with the repair of an automobile is classified in “Other auto- 
mobile repair shops.” 

Typewriter repair (SIC 7699 part).—Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in the servicing and repair of typewriters. 


Other miscellaneous repair shops and related services 
(SIC 7692, 7693, 7699 part).—Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in specialized repair services, not elsewhere classi- 
fied. The following are a few of the repair services classi- 
fied in this industry: blacksmith, bicycle repair, leather 
goods repair, mattress renovating, sewer and septic tank 
cleaning, sewing machine repair, air conditioning equipment 
repair, aircraft instrument repair, boiler repair, business 
machine repair, camera repair, diesel engine repair, neon 
sign repair, oil field equipment repair, truck body rebuilding 
and repair, and general repair. Machine shops engaged 90 
percent or more in repair, included in this classification in 
the 1954 Census, are now included in the Census of Manu- 
factures; and airplane repair, also included here in 1954 
are now outside the scope of the Census of Business. 


Motion Pictures 


(SIC Major Group 78) 


This major group includes establishments producing and 
distributing motion picture films, exhibiting motion pictures 
in commercially operated theaters, and furnishing services 
to the motion picture industry. 


Motion picture production, distribution, services (SIC 781, 
782).—Establishments primarily engaged in (1) the production 
of theatrical and nontheatrical motion pictures; (2) renting 
theatrical and nontheatrical film to exhibitors; and (3) serv- 
ices allied to motion picture production and distribution such 
as film processing, editing and titling, casting bureaus, ward- 
robe and property rental, rental and repair of cameras and 
other motion picture equipment, film delivery service, film 
buying and booking agencies, and film libraries. 


Motion picture theaters, except drive-in (SIC 7831 part).— 
Commercially operated regular theaters primarily engaged 
in the exhibition of motion pictures. Establishments engaged 
in the commercial exhibition of motion pictures on an itinerant 


basis with portable projection and sound equipment are in- 
cluded here. 


Drive-in motion picture theaters (SIC 7831 part).—Com- 


merically operated theaters commonly known as “open-air” 
or “drive-in,” primarily engaged in the outdoor exhibition of 
motion pictures. 


Amusement and Recreation Services, 
Except Motion Pictures 


(SIC Major Group 79) 


This major group includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in providing amusement, recreation, or entertainment. 
Children’s and professionals’ dance schools, not included in 
the 1954 Selected Services Census, are now included in this 
group. Symphony orchestras, ballet and Opera companies, 
and similar services organized ona nonprofit basis are in- 
cluded in this group. Those establishments exempt from 
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payment of Federal income tax under the provisions of Sec. 
501 of the Internal Revenue Code which are operated to provide 
recreational facilities for their own members are excluded. 
Gambling businesses operated in the State of Nevada, where 
such businesses are legal, are included. In all other States 
gambling businesses are excluded. 


Dance halls, studios, schools, including children's (SIC 
7911).—Includes public dance halls or ballrooms catering to 
the general public. Also included are dance schools engaged 
in teaching dancing to adults and children, and also dance 
schools for professionals. Children’s and professionals’ 
dance schools were excluded from the 1954 Census. The 
renting of halls for private dances or for occasional dances 
sponsored by fraternal or other organizations, is classified 
as real estate and is excluded from the 1958 Census. 


Dance bands, orchestras, except symphony (SIC 7921 
part).~Dance bands and orchestras presenting popular music 
on a contract or fee basis for private dances, restaurants, 
night clubs, radio and television programs, etc. Symphony 
orchestras, opera companies, and classical music organiza- 
tions, are included in “classical music groups.” 


Entertainers, except classical (for restaurants, night 
Clubs, radio, television, etc.) (SIC 7921 part).—Entertain- 
ment groups (other than dance bands, orchestras, or similar 
organizations) who operate in restaurants, night clubs, or 
radio and television, etc. Individual entertainers have been 
excluded from the Census. 


Classical music groups (SIC 7921 part).—Included are 
symphony orchestras, opera companies and ballet companies, 
concert organizations, and other classical music organiza- 
tions such as string quartets. Companies organized on a non- 
profit basis are included in this classification. 


Theatrical presentations, services (SIC 7921 part).—In- 
cluded are companies engaged in presenting “live” produc- 
tions, such as road companies, stock companies, burlesque 
houses, ice shows, and producers of night club, radio and 
live television shows. This industry also includes services 
connected with theatrical production, such as theatrical, 
radio and television casting agencies; booking agencies for 
plays, artists and concerts; scenery, lighting and other 
theatrical equipment service; and ticket agencies for theater 
and sports events. Rodeos, marionette and puppet shows, 
and thrill shows are classified as “Other commercial amuse- 
ments.” 


Billiard, pool parlors (SIC 7931 part).— Establishments en- 
gaged in the operation of billiard and pool parlors. Estab- 
lishments reporting as billiard and pool parlors, but having 
merchandise sales (food, beverages, etc.) equal to 75 percent 


or more of total receipts are classified in Retail Trade. 


Bowling establishments (SIC 7931 part).—Establishments 
engaged in the operation of bowling alleys. Establishments 
reporting as bowling alleys, but having merchandise sales 
(food, beverages, etc.) equal to 75 percent or more of total 
receipts are classified in Retail Trade. 


Baseball, football clubs, promoters, etc. (SIC _7941).—In- 
cludes operators or promoters of professional or semi-pro- 
fessional baseball, football, hockey and basketball clubs, and 
promoters of boxing, wrestling and other athletic events. 
Receipts of such establishments do not inelude revenue from 
radio or television broadcasts, from sale of players, from 
concession operators or from noncustomer revenue. Estab- 
lishments primarily engaged in renting of stadiums and athlet- 
ic fields to sports promoters and clubs are classified in real 
estate and such establishments are not included in the Census 
of Business. 


Race track operations, including racing stables (SIC 


7948).—Establishments primarily engaged in the promotion 
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of horse racing, dog racing, and automobile and motorcycle 
racing. Also included are establishments engaged in the op- 
eration of horse racing stables, and establishments operated 
by owners of greyhounds racing for purses. 


Public golf courses (SIC 7942).—Establishments privately 


owned and primarily engaged in the operation of golf courses 


open to the public, on a fee basis. Municipally owned and 
operated courses are not included in the Census. Member- 
ship golf and country clubs are included as a separate clas- 
sification. Miniature golf courses and golf driving ranges are 
included in “Other commercial sports.” 


Golf clubs, country clubs (SIC 7947).—Establishments pri- 
marily engaged in the operation of golf or country clubs re- 
stricted to club members or their invited guests. Clubs ex- 
empt from payment of Federal income tax under the provisions 
of Sec. 501 of the Internal Revenue Code which are operated 
to provide recreational facilities for their own members 
were included in the 1954 Census, but are excluded from the 
1958 Census. 


Swimming pools (SIC 7944).—Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in the operation of swimming pools open to the general 
public for a fee. Municipally operated swimming pools are 
excluded from the Census. Membership operated swimming 
pools exempt from payment of Federal income tax under the 
provisions of Sec. 501 of the Internal Revenue Code are ex- 
cluded from the Census of Business. 


Skating rinks (SIC 7945).—Establishments primarily en- 
gaged in operating rinks for roller or ice skating open to the 
general public for a fee. 


Boat, canoe rentals (SIC 7949 part).—Commercial estab- 
lishments primarily engaged in renting small boats and 
canoes to the general public. Establishments which rent craft 
with operators or furnish power boat rides are classified 
in “Other commercial amusements.” 


Other commercial sports (SIC 7943, 7946, 7949 part).— 
Other commercial participating sports facilities such as 
commercially operated bathing beaches; riding academies; 
badminton, croquet and handball courts; minature golf, and 
golf driving ranges. 


Amusement parks, devices (SIC 7949 part).—Establish- 
ments primarily engaged in the operation of amusement parks, 
amusement device concessions, shooting galleries, picnic 
grounds, kiddielands, and games of skill and chance. Munic- 
ipally owned amusement parks are not included. Amusement 
devices located in amusement parks or operated in connection 
with fairs, circuses, etc., are included in this industry as 
separate establishments only if they are operated on a con- 
cession basis. 


Carnivals, circuses (SIC 7949 part).— Establishments oper- 
ating a group of amusement, service and/or retail units and 
general known as carnivals which do not have any fixed ex- 
hibition site, or companies engaged in the operation of cir- 
cuses having acrobatic and animal shows, and individual circus 
acts. Side shows are also included in this classification. 


Fairs (SIC 7949 part).—Establishments primarily engaged 
in arranging and operating the exhibitions and related activi- 
ties usually associated with county or state fairs. Carnivals 
and side shows which may be a partof the fair, but which are 
independently owned and operated are classified as “Carni- 
vals, circuses.” Other amusement device concessions inde- 
pendently owned and operated are classified as “Amusement 
parks, devices.” 


Tourist attractions (SIC 7949 part).—Privately owned 
natural or man-made attractions primarily appealing to the 
tourist trade. Roadside animal farms and botanical exhibits 
are excluded from the Census.
